The freedom of information 
bill has been urged by news me­ 
dia representatives as a guaran­ 
tee of the citizens* right to know 
about 
their government, but 
opposed by the Justice Depart­ 
ment as an attempt to oversim ­ 
plify a complex problem. 
Despite the opposition, two of 
the m easure’s leading congres­ 
sional supporters, Rep. JohnE. 
Moss, D-Calif., and Sen. Ed­ 
ward V. Long, D-Mo., are por­ 
trayed as being optimistic the 
legislation will be approved. 
Moss heads the House govern­ 
ment information subcommit­ 
tee; Long heads the Senate judi­ 
ciary subcommittee on adminis­ 
trative practice and procedure. 
But the bill’s chances appear 
dim for this year with Congress 
shooting for adjournment by 
late next month. 
Aides of Long said the senator 
hoped 
to push the measure 
along by winning his subcom­ 
mittee’s approval this week. 
Moss is not that hopeful. 
Both 
subcommittees 
have 
held hearings on the measure. 
In general it would require fed­ 
eral agencies to make their 
records open to public inspec­ 
tion except for matters pertain­ 
ing 
to 
security, 
personnel 
records and information private 
concerns must submit to the 
government. 
Since Moss* hearings ended in 
April, discussions have been 
under way in an effort to draw 
up a suitable bill that will satis­ 
fy every one including the Pres­ 
ident.

The major difficulty, Moss 
said, is the insistence by “ peo­ 
ple at the Justice Department” 
that provisions be made in the 
bill for protection of executive 
privilege.

lege,” Moss said. 
The 
doctrine 
of executive 
privilege is used by Presidents 
to prohibit 
certain 
records 
or correspondence from being 
made available not only to the 
public but also to Congress.

KEY WEST, Fla. 
AP - The 
death ship Seven Seas, stained 
by the blood of her captain, 
first mate and two crewmen, 
battled rough currents today to­ 
ward Key West, where investi­ 
gators waited to hear the story 
of sudden violence that swept 
her decks. 


Only one frightened crewman 
remained alive on board. 
He 
was one of eight aboard the 125- 


foot Panamanian flag vessel 
when she left Miami Saturday 
bound for a Tampa drydock. 
Elvin Burywaise, 25, said he 
saw the first mate shot to death 
in his bunk, the captain lying 
dead in a pool of blood on the 
bridge and that he believed two 
other crewmen were shot. 


Only three bodies were found 
aboard. 
The 
Coast 
Guard 
speculated that the fourth was 


thrown overboard. 
The ship’s 
14-foot skiff was missing, along 
with the remaining three crew­ 
men. 
FBI agents, a U.S. marshal 
and Coast Guard investigators 
waited at the docks for the ar­ 
rival of the Seven Seas under 
tow by the cutter Cape Shoal- 
water. 
Murder on the high seas is a 
matter tor the FBI. Mutiny 
comes under Coast Guard juris­ 


diction. 
Lt. Paul R. Lewis, a Coast 
Guard pilot, was on his daily 
patrol in Cuban shipping lanes 
Sunday when he spotted the 
Seven Seas adrift. 


“ The ship looked seaworthy,” 
Lewis sai(^ “but no one came 
to the deck to wave at us. ! 
made 
many 
low passes but 
there were no signs of life.” 
Burywaise, a Honduran, told 


Coast Guardmen boarding the 
vessel that he saw a crewman 
shoot the first mate dead in his 
bunk Saturday night. 


Terrified he said he raced to 
the bridge to warn the captain 
and found him also shot to 
death.

The freedom of information 
bill has been urged by news me­ 
dia representatives as a guaran­ 
tee of the citizens' right to know 
about 
their government, but 
opposed by the Justice Depart­ 
ment as an attempt to oversim­ 
plify a complex problem. 
Despite the opposition, two of 
the m easure's leading congres­ 
sional supporters, Rep. JohnE. 
Moss, D-Calif., and Sen. Ed­ 
ward V. Long, D-Mo., are por­ 
trayed as being optimistic the 
legislation will be approved. 
Moss heads the House govern­ 
ment information subcommit­ 
tee; Long heads the Senate judi­ 
ciary subcommittee on adminis­ 
trative practice and procedure. 
But the bill's chances appear 
dim for this year with Congress 
shooting for adjournment by 
late next month. 
Aides of Long said the senator 
hoped 
to push the measure 
along by winning his subcom­ 
mittee's approval this week.

Investigators Await Arrival of Death Ship Seven Seas 


KEY WEST, Fla. 
AP - The 
death ship Seven Seas, stained 
by the blood of her captain, 
first mate and two crewmen, 
battled rough currents today to­ 
ward Key West, where investi­ 
gators waited to hear the story 
of sudden violence that swept 
her decks. 


Only one frightened crewman 
remained alive on board. 
He 
was one of eight aboard the 125- 


foot Panamanian flag vessel 
when she left Miami Saturday 
bound for a Tampa drydock. 
Elvin Burywaise, 25, said he 
saw the first mate shot to death 
in his bunk, the captain lying 
dead in a pool of blood on the 
bridge and that he believed two 
other crewmen were shot. 


Only three bodies were found 
aboard. 
The 
Coast 
Guard 
speculated that the fourth was 


thrown overboard. 
The ship’s 
14-foot skiff was missing, along 
with the remaining three crew­ 
men. 
FBI agents, a U.S. marshal 
and Coast Guard investigators 
waited at the docks for the ar­ 
rival of the Seven Seas under 
tow by the cutter Cape Shoal- 
water. 
Murder on the high seas is a 
matter for the FBI. Mutiny 
comes under Coast Guard juris­ 


diction. 
Lt. Paul R. Lewis, a Coast 
Guard pilot, was on his daily 
patrol in Cuban shipping lanes 
Sunday when he spotted the 
Seven Seas adrift. 


’'The ship looked seaworthy," 
Lewis said, “ but no one came 
to the deck to wave at us. I 
made 
many 
low passes but 
there were no signs of life." 
Burywaise, a Honduran, told 


Coast Guardmen boarding the 
vessel that he saw a crewman 
shoot the first mate dead in his 
bunk Saturday night. 


Terrified, he said he raced to 
the bridge to warn the captain 
and found him also shot to 
death. Then, fearing for his own 
life, he hid in a chain locker, 
where he heard other bursts of 
gunfire indicating two 
more 
men were shot. 


When he emerged from his 
hiding place, Burywaise said he 
found only the three bodies 
aboard and the skiff, powered 
only by two oars missing. 


The Coast Guard declined to 
speculate on whether the Seven 
Seas had been racked by a mu­ 
tiny. Names ot the captain and 
crewmen were withheld, and lit­ 
tle information was released on 
the interrogation of Burywaise.

POOR PACKAGE FOR APPORTIONMENT 
Missouri voters would be well advised to 
reject the reapportionment amendment at the 
special election Aug. 17 — not because the 
proposal is unprogressive, but because it is 
not nearly as progressive as it should be. 
Constitutional Amendment No. 3 is tied in 
a package with a new statute reapportioning 
the Missouri House. If the voters defeat the 
amendment, they also will be voting, in effect, 
against the House reapportionment plan. And 
this package is poorly tied at both ends. 
The amendment alone is faulty in several 
respects. It would increase the House from 
163 to 168 seats, making the chamber more 
unwieldy than it is. The amendment also would 
allow the Legislature to try to return to its 
existing malapportionment, if the nation ever 
changed the Federal Constitution to permit 
misrepresentation in the state. 
Moreover, the amendment would permit the 
House to reapportion itself every 10 years. 
Gov. Hearnes wanted the House to use the tested 
State Senate system of redistricting by a bi­ 
partisan commission. But the legislators de­ 
manded the right to draw their own lines, 
and then did a poor job of it. 
The reapportionment statute, which tentatively 
hangs on voter approval of the amendment, 
represents the selfish interest of incumbent 
legislators to save as many seats as possible. 
The personal gerrymandering that resulted is 
an affront to the one-man one-vote principle 
enunciated by the Supreme Court, upon which 
a special federal court ordered the House to 
redistrict. 
News articles demonstrate that 66 of the 
proposed districts vary in population by more 
than 5 per cent from the ideal, one-man one- 
vote norm. As Herbert A. Trask, State Political 
Correspondent, notes: “This means that the 
population variation between districts amounts 
to 10 per cent or more in almost four out 
of every 10 new districts.” At its extreme 
the variation runs as high as 29 per cent. 
It is true that even this apportionment would 
be far superior to the present system of 
deliberate misapportionment. It is true that even 
this plan distributes the voting power in the 
House equitably between urban and rural areas. 
But the Legislature’s task was not simply to 
improve the old system, or to substitute an 
urban for a rural majority. Its task was to 
provide “ substantial equal representation” as 
ordered by the tjourt. 
The plan does not do that. Its maximum 
variation of 29 per cent is the same that another 
federal court found excessive in ordering Mis­ 
souri to rearrange congressional districts. For 
both legal and practical reasons, the courts 
may permit wider latitude in state legislatures 
than in the national House, but there is no 
reason to allow 29 per cent anywhere. 
No more than a 10 per cent variation was 
recommended by the Advisory Commission on 
Intergovernmental 
Relations, established by 
Congress. The Supreme Court has cited this 
commission in its opinions. Beyond that, any 
apportionment agency not as addicted as the 
Missouri House to self-interest could have done 
better. The St. Louis Election Board drew 
House districts that vary by less than 3 per 
cent. 
Other mistakes in the reapportionment statute 
could provoke legal challenges. The statute 
omits four precincts entirely, it fails to provide 
compact districts, it ignores another statute 
allowing the largest counties to establish their 
own legislative districts, and it gerrymanders 
to provide an overwhelming number of safe 
Democratic districts, though Republican legisla­ 
tors also voted for safety. 
Suppose, on all these grounds, that the voters 
do reject the proposed amendment and, in- 
ferentially, the apportionment plan with it. 
What then? Will the state lose the benefits of 
reapportionment? 
The odds are against any such loss. Indeed, 
the possibilities ensuing from a defeat of the 
amendment all favor a better plan for rep­ 
resentation in the Missouri House: 
1. A special session of the legislature, once 
suggested by Gov. Hearnes, could draw a new 
apportionment plan, knowing that the voters 
demanded a better one. 
2. Instead of attempting the job itself, the 
special session could create a bipartisan com­ 
mission to do the work, as the Governor first 
desired. That would be even better. 
3. The federal court could conceivably accept 
the reapportionment plan despite voter rejection 
of the amendment. Even so, the state would 
avoid locking a mistaken amendment into the 
Constitution where it could not easily be changed. 
That would be a benefit. 
4. The court could reject the plan, and order 
elections of State Representatives at-large. But 
since no responsible citizen or official wants 
the chaos of an at-large election, this seems 
as improbable as it is undesirable. 
5. The court more likely would assume the 
reapportionment duty itself if it rejected the 
present plan. After all, the court has retained 
jurisdiction and thus the primary responsibility 
for reapportionment. Persumably this court 
would follow the practice of others in appointing 
qualified experts to help it. Again, the state 
would benefit. 
Thus voters risk little by defeating Consti­ 


tutional Amendment No. 3. They had a right 
to expect equal representation in the State 
House, as ordered in court. Instead, the reluctant 
Legislature gave them a rough approximation, 
doing that only because it had to, and then 
trying to exact a price for doing it. The price 
of this apportionment package is more than 
Missouri needs to pay.

If the prediction of anearly-day “cosmopolite” 
had come true, American highways today would 
resemble a grotesque pinball machine. 
They still may, someday. 
Raymond Cummings in 1914 suggested and pre­ 
dicted that electric lights would be built into 
highways someday; that these lights would come 
on as a car approached and then turn off 
after the car had passed. “ The passage of an 
automobile will automatically lighten the road 
for a thousand feet in front. . .” said an article 
in a 1914 issue of the American Motorist. 
Cummings was identified only as “formerly 
of Chicago, but now a Cosmopolite” which 
leads us to suspect that he was a New Yorker 
in 1914. 
This idea, so far as we know, was never 
adopted. Today’s highways use overhead lighting 
and striping of reflective paint so that lanes 
and center-lines can be seen at night. 
* However, before you laugh too hard at Mr. 
Cummings’ idea, note this: New Jersey highway 
engineers are now testing lights built into a 
roadway. One stretch of the New Jersey Turn­ 
pike has fog problems and, as one possible 
answer, airport landing-strip lights are being 
built into a section of road. 
To quote from one report: “ . . .a trail of 
lights would shine green until a vehicle passes 
over. Upon contact, the lights would turn red 
as a warning to following motorists.” When 
the first car is far enough ahead, the lights 
would turn green again so that another car 
could follow the trail of lights through the fog. 
Cosmopolite 
or Chicagoan, Mr. Cummings 
made only one mistake—he was too far ahead 
of his time. We’d like to make one suggestion 
for use in the current test of lighted highways. 
If there’s an accident, let’s have a great big 
sign that lights up and says “Tilt.”

But the next year she wasn’t a 
cheerleader. She’d moved up to 
high school where the sopho­ 
more girls are pompon girls. 
So papa shelled out again for 
black, blue and white pompon 
uniforms and pompons. 
& was another year of the 
same — out-of-town trips with 
shrieking, 
screaming 
girls; 


mustard and catsup dripping 
out of hamburgers. 
My hat goes off to one moth­ 
er, though. By some miracle 
Cheyenne East made it to the 
state 
basketball tournament. 
She chaperoned the six pom­ 
pon girls through four days and 
nights of a basketball tourna­ 
ment. 
Robin was picked as a junior 
varsity cheerleader her junior 
year. Here’s where I learned 
another lesson. The pretty black 
and blue pompon uniform just 
wasn’t suitable for a junior var­ 
sity cheer leader, ft meant an­ 
other set of uniforms for the 
whole crew. And more trips, 
screaming girls, mustard and 
hamburgers. 
Now she is a senior. I lost 
again last spring. Robin was 
elected to the varsity cheer- 
leading team.

chiatric problems other than 
alcoholism, the most common 
symptom 
being 
the extreme 
form of suspicion and distrust 
called “ paranoid thinking.” 
Most ominous was the fact 
that eight of the alcoholics had- 
accumulated 17 previous con­ 
victions for drunk driving and 
two had been responsible for a

Any conviction based on the 
abuse of alcohol, he says, should 
alert authorities to the pos­ 
sibility that they are dealing

psychiatric 
problems have immunized him 
against legal threats and edu­ 
cational appeals. 
The alcoholic driver today, 
even 
when 
repeatedly 
ap­ 
prehended, goes on until he re­ 
moves himself by way of a 
fatal injury. 
“ This places other drivers,” 
Selzer sums up, “ in positions 
much like ducks in a shooting 
gallery.” 


On one occasion W. P. Nichol­ 
son, the Irish evangelist, visited 
a practitioner in Edinburgh for 
a special electrical treatment. 
After asking Mr. Nicholson to 
sit in a chair, the doctor sat

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON -- “ Yesterday 
was a great day for the United 
States,” Secretary of Labor 
Willard Wirtz told the Inter­ 
national Platform Association 
last week. “ In one day Congress 
voted the Negro Voting Rights 
Bill and simultaneously the Sen­ 
ate came out for one man-one 
vote. It was a great day for 
hunamity, a great day for the 
country.” 
Probably it was a greater day 
than even Secretary Wirtz in­ 
dicated, because the defeat of 
Dirksen’s 
proposal to ham­ 
string the Supreme Court cli­ 
maxed a five-year attack on the 
Court. For months the John 
Birch Society has been waging 
a highly paid, persistent smear 
campaign against the court, fea­ 
turing not only unfair leaflets 
but expensive 
billboards de­ 
manding the “ impeachment” of 
Chief Justice Warren. 
Simultaneously, 
right - wing 
forces have been 
demanding 
three amendments to the Con­ 
stitution, which would pull the 
power of the Court, prohibit 
any court from ruling on re­ 
apportionment, and permit state 
legislatures to amend the Con­ 
stitution over the 
heads of 
Congress. 
The amazing aspect of 
the 
Dirksen battle against the Su­ 
preme Court’s decree of one 
man-one vote was that so many 
liberal senators lined up against 
the court on the side of Ev 
Dirksen. 
Typical of this line-up was 
the genial Republican Senator 
from Philadelphia, Hugh Scott, 
who votes to support the Court’s 
Civil Rights Decrees, repre­ 
sents the big city of Philadel­ 
phia, but issued an ugly warn­ 
ing--after Dirksen’s defeat— 
that the Senate must eventually 
bow to the anti-court forces. 
Those who listened to Scott’s 
warning 
were fabbergasted. 
What they did not know was 
that right wing Republicans in 
Pennsylvania are among the 
Supreme 
Court’s 
bitterest 
critics. For instance, Stuart 
Helm, former GOP speaker of 
the Pennsylvania Legislature, 
employed by the Sun Oil Com­ 
pany, was long president of the 
“ General Assembly of 
the 
States,” the organization which 
has managed to sneak constitu­ 
tional 
amendments 
through

various state legislatures, pull­ 
ing the power of the Supreme 
Court. 
Helm

Fighting Priests in North­ 
eastern Brazil Push Back Com­ 
munists. 
Cabo, Brazil: — If it were 
not 
for the fighting 
young 
priests, 
this 
satellite town 
would be a Moscow satellite 
serving 
as 
a revolutionary 
center for tens of thousands 
of still illiterate sugar work­ 
ers. 
It’s in the early stages of 
becoming an industrial area 
some 15 miles south of the big 
port of Recife. It’s the kind of 
’’factory town” in which the 
Communist cadres concentrate 
across the world. Were it south 
of Paris, France, it would long 
have been a bright stud in the 
encircling red belt. 
But the padres moved in first 
in Cabo and other satellite com­ 
munities. They are so young, 
these priests, that one had to 
be sent to Europe first to age a 
bit. Now they’re about 32 and 
have proven that the Commu­ 
nist apparatus can be beaten 
if you just try. 
To get to Cabo and one of the 
padres, Father Antonio Melo, 
one drives at one’s own peril 
south into undeveloped frontier 
territory. Suddenly there loom 
some big factories — most of 
them tied in with famous Amer­ 
ican corporations in the fields 
of autos, jeeps, trucks, rubber, 
alcohol and sundry other heavy 
industries. 
These plants are vital to world 
democracy because they are 
vital to the prosperity of north­ 
eastern Brazil which will de­ 
termine whether the pro-UJS. 
and pro - people federal gov­ 
ernment survives. 
If Brazil, with its 80 million 
people and borders which touch 
all but two South American 
nations, falls, so does the con­ 
tinent. 
Then the U. S. really 
will be alone. 
Here, as in scores of other 
cities, therefore, the steady 
development of foreign invest­ 
ments and the obvious resulting 
jobs mean prosperity for the 
tough frontier sector. So the 
Communist 
apparatus moved 
in quickly both in the rural 
sugar fields and in the satellite 
town. 
But the late Bishop just was 
not willing to let them win with­ 
out a fight. For the scrap he 
picked Padre Melo and Padre 
Paulo Crespo. They organized 
SORPE, a service center to 
advise the peasants and 
in­ 
dustrial workers on trade union 
activity. 
Father Melo settled here in 
Cabo as priest of the Church 
of St. Anthony. It is as spartan 
as he is. The padre, sitting in 
a bare, almost furniture-less 


“ office” alongside the church 
turns out to be a slim 5-foot-7 
volatile man whose black hair 
would be crew cut if he found 
the time to have it trimmed. 
Answers to visitors’ ques­ 
tions come like bursts of ma­ 
chine gun fire. Yes, the Com­ 
munists 
were 
tough. They 
promised the workers the im­ 
possible. They got support from 
the pro-Communist Goulart gov­ 
ernment in Rio and Brazilia be­ 
fore the military anti- Com­ 
munist revolution. He is for the 
military government because 
it is the best and cleanest 
there’s been. 
He 
believes 
in unions, 
strong and democratic and clean 
of Communists. The people are 
hungry and must be fed. Land 
reforms must be intelligently 
planned so the soil is not ex­ 
hausted and made desolate, pav­ 
ing the way for the Communist 
return. 
Padre Crespo is more mili­ 
tant. He, too, beat the Commu­ 
nists and,,won the support 
of 
the workers. But he’s for strike 
action 
to force 
immediate 
moves by the government. 
These priests are not alone 
in 
the northeastern frontier 
labor movement. There 
is, 
for example, red-headed Padre 
Ferdinando de Melo, 
who 
smiles like sunrise in County 
Cork 
and 
laughingly 
re­ 
members that Cardinal Cush­ 
ing insists he really is Irish. 
Father de Melo distributes 
hundreds of tons of American 
surplus food, some through the 
unions, 
to the workers. The 
organization, of which he is 
director is Caritas Brasileira, 
counterpart of the Catholic Re­ 
lief 
Society. 
Rightfully he 
insists that though no man go 
hungry, those who receive free 
food should do some work for 
themselves, their families or 
their communities. 
And in one fashion or another 
all the padres, where possible, 
cooperate with the CirculosOp- 
erarios 
(Workers* 
Circles) 
which 
has units throughout 
Brazil. Directed out of Rio de 
Janeiro by Father Veloso, it 
now 
has 
500,000 members 
throughout 
Brazil. 
It is a 
strong militant force, anti-Com- 
munist and successfully attract­ 
ing workers away from the 
Marxists. Why its work has not 
been reported before is one of 
those oversights of the profes­ 
sion. 
These fighting young priests, 
the famed “ padres,” are beat­ 
ing the Castroites, the Mao-ists 
and even the wily old Moscovite 
Communists every time, ft is 
high time the world learned of 
them.

POOR PACKAGE FOR APPORTIONMENT 
Missouri voters would be well advised to 
reject the reapportionment amendment at the 
special election Aug. 17 - - not because the 
proposal is unprogressive, but because it is 
not nearly as progressive as it should be. 
Constitutional Amendment No. 3 is tied in 
a package with a new statute reapportioning 
the M issouri House. If the voters defeat the 
amendment, they also will be voting, in effect, 
against the House reapportionment plan. And 
this package is poorly tied at both ends. 
The amendment alone is faulty in several 
respects. It would increase the House from 
163 to 168 seats, making the chamber more 
unwieldy than it is. The amendment also would 
allow the Legislature to try to return to its 
existing malapportionment, if the nation ever 
changed the Federal Constitution to perm it 
m isrepresentation in the state. 
M oreover, the amendment would perm it the 
House to reapportion itself every IO years. 
Gov. Hearnes wanted the House to use the tested 
State Senate system of redistricting by a bi­ 
partisan commission. But the legislators de­ 
manded the right to draw their own lines, 
and then did a poor job of it. 
The reapportionm ent statute, which tentatively 
hangs on voter approval of the amendment, 
represents the selfish interest of incumbent 
legislators to save as many seats as possible. 
The personal gerrym andering that resulted is 
an affront to the one-man one-vote principle 
enunciated by the Supreme Court, upon which 
a special federal court ordered the House to 
redistrict. 
News articles demonstrate that 66 of the 
proposed districts vary in population by more 
than 5 per cent from the ideal, one-man one- 
vote norm. As Herbert A. Trask, State Political 
Correspondent, notes: “This means that the 
population variation between districts amounts 
to IO per cent or more in almost four out 
of every IO new districts.** At its extreme 
the variation runs as high as 29 per cent. 
It is true that even this apportionment would 
be far superior to the present system of 
deliberate misapportionment. It is true that even 
this plan distributes the voting power in the 
House equitably between urban and rural areas. 
But the Legislature’s task was not simply to 
improve the old system, or to substitute an 
urban for a rural majority. Its task was to 
provide “ substantial equal representation** as 
ordered by the Court. 
The plan does not do that. Its maximum 
variation of 29 per cent is the same that another 
federal court found excessive in ordering M is­ 
souri to rearrange congressional districts. For 
both legal and practical reasons, the courts 
may permit wider latitude in state legislatures 
than in the national House, but there is no 
reason to allow 29 per cent anywhere. 
No more than a IO per cent variation was 
recommended by the Advisory Commission on 
Intergovernmental 
Relations, established by 
Congress. The Supreme Court has cited this 
commission in its opinions. Beyond that, any 
apportionment agency not as addicted as the 
Missouri House to self-interest could have done 
better. The St. 
Louis Election Board drew 
House districts that vary by less than 3 per 
cent. 
Other mistakes in the reapportionment statute 
could provoke legal challenges. The statute 
omits four precincts entirely, it fails to provide 
compact districts, it ignores another statute 
allowing the largest counties to establish their 
own legislative districts, and it gerrymanders 
to provide an overwhelming number of safe 
Democratic districts, though Republican legisla­ 
tors also voted for safety. 
Suppose, on all these grounds, that the voters 
do reject the proposed amendment and, in­ 
ferentially, the apportionment plan with it. 
What then? Will the state lose the benefits of 
reapportionment? 
The odds are against any such loss. Indeed, 
the possibilities ensuing from a defeat of the 
amendment all favor a better plan for rep­ 
resentation in the Missouri House: 
1. A special session of the legislature, once 
suggested by Gov. Hearnes, could draw a new 
apportionment plan, knowing that the voters 
demanded a better one. 
2. Instead of attempting the job itself, the 
special session could create a bipartisan com­ 
mission to do the work, as the Governor first 
desired. That would be even better. 
3. The federal court could conceivably accept 
the reapportionment plan despite voter rejection 
of the amendment. Even so, the state would 
avoid locking a mistaken amendment into the 
Constitution where it could not easily be changed. 
That would be a benefit. 
4. The court could reject the plan, and order 
elections of State Representatives at-large. But 
since no responsible citizen or official wants 
the chaos of an at-large election, this seem s 
as improbable as it is undesirable. 
5. The court more likely would assume the 
reapportionment duty itself if it rejected the 
present plan. After all, the court has retained 
jurisdiction and thus the primary responsibility 
for reapportionment. Persumably this court 
would follow the practice of others in appointing 
qualified experts to help it. Again, the state 
would benefit. 
Thus voters risk little by defeating Consti­ 


tutional Amendment No. 3. They had a right 
to expect equal 
representation in the State 
House, as ordered in court. Instead, the reluctant 
Legislature gave them a rough approximation, 
doing that only because it had to, and then 
trying to exact a price for doing it. The price 
of this apportionment package is m ore than 
M issouri needs to pay.

Raymond Cummings in 1914 suggested and p re ­ 
dicted that electric lights would be built into 
highways someday; that these lights would come 
on as a car approached and then turn off 
after the car had passed. “ The passage of an 
automobile will automatically lighten the road 
for a thousand feet in front. . .*’ said an article 
in a 1914 issue of the American M otorist. 
Cummings was identified only as “ form erly 
of Chicago, but now a Cosmopolite’* which 
leads us to suspect that he was a New Yorker 
in 1914. 
This idea, so far as we know, was never 
adopted. Today’s highways use overhead lighting 
and striping of reflective paint so that lanes 
and center-lines can be seen at night. 
* However, before you laugh too hard at Mr. 
Cummings’ idea, note this: New Jersey highway 
engineers are now testing lights built into a 
roadway. One stretch of the New Jersey Turn­ 
pike has fog problems and, as one possible 
answer, airport landing-strip lights are being 
built into a section of road. 
To quote from one report: 
. .a tra il of 
lights would shine green until a vehicle passes 
over. Upon contact, the lights would turn red 
as a warning to following motorists.** When 
the first car is far enough ahead, the lights 
would turn green again so that another car 
could follow the trail of lights through the fog. 
Cosmopolite 
or Chicagoan, Mr. Cummings 
made only one m istake—he was too far ahead 
of his time. We’d like to make one suggestion 
for use in the current test of lighted highways, 
If th ere’s an accident, let’s have a great big 
sign that lights up and says “ Tilt.**

Seizer sums up, “ in positions 
much like ducks in a shooting 
gallery."

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON -- “ Yesterday 
was a great day for the United 
States," Secretary of Labor 
Willard Wirtz told the Inter­ 
national Platform Association 
last week. “ In one day Congress 
voted the Negro Voting Rights 
Bill and simultaneously the Sen­ 
ate came out for one man-one 
vote. It was a great day for 
hunamity, a great day for the 
country." 
Probably it was a greater day 
than even Secretary Wirtz in­ 
dicated, because the defeat of 
Dirksen’s 
proposal to ham­ 
string the Supreme Court cli­ 
maxed a five-year attack on the 
Court. For months the John 
Birch Society has been waging 
a highly paid, persistent smear 
campaign against the court, fea­ 
turing not only unfair leaflets 
but expensive 
billboards de­ 
manding the “ impeachment" of 
Chief Justice Warren. 
Simultaneously, 
right - wing 
forces have been 
demanding 
three amendments to the Con­ 
stitution, which would pull the 
power of the Court, prohibit 
any court from ruling on re ­ 
apportionment, and permit state 
legislatures to amend the Con­ 
stitution over the 
heads of 
Congress. 
The amazing aspect of 
the 
Dirksen battle against the Su­ 
preme Court’s decree of one 
man-one vote was that so many 
liberal senators lined up against 
the court on the side of Ev 
Dirksen.

center for tens of thousands 
of still illiterate sugar work­ 
ers. 
ft's in the early stages of 
becoming an industrial area 
some 15 miles south of the big 
port of Recife. It's the kind of 
“ factory town” in which 
the 
Communist cadres concentrate 
across the world. Were it south 
of Paris, France, it would long 
have been a bright stud in the 
encircling red belt. 
But the padres moved in first 
in Cabo and other satellite com­ 
munities. They are so young, 
these priests, that one had to 
be sent to Europe first to age a 
bit. Now they're about 32 and 
have proven that the Commu­ 
nist apparatus can be beaten 
if you just try.

Father de Melo distributes 
hundreds of tons of American 
surplus food, some through the

The 
organization, of which he is 
director is Caritas B rasilein , 
counterpart of the Catholic Re­ 
lief 
Society. 
Rightfully he 
insists that though no man go 
hungry, those who receive free 
food should do some work for 
themselves, their families or 
their communities. 
And in one fashion or another 
all the padres, where possible, 
cooperate with the CirculosOp- 
erarios 
(Workers* 
Circles) 
which 
has 
units 
throughout 
Brazil. Directed out of Rio de 
Janeiro by Father Veloso, it 
now 
has 
500,000 members 
throughout 
Brazil. 
It is 
a 
strong militant force, anti-Com- 
munist and successfully attract­ 
ing workers 
away 
from the 
Marxists. Why its work has not 
been reported before is one of 
those oversights of the profes­ 
sion. 
These fighting young priests, 
the famed “ padres," are beat­ 
ing the Castroites, theMao-ists 
and even the wily old Moscovite 
Communists every time. It is 
high time the world learned of 
them.

The six Bootheel-area coun­ 
ties with a majority of families 
ceiving Incomes at the

Pemiscot, 
Dunklin, Mississippi, 
Butler 
and Stoddard Counties 
Two of the count iec -- New 
Madnd ar.o Pemiscot—have a 
county median family income of 
$2,500 a vear or less. They 
rank with five other counties in 
Southeast Missouri with similar 
median Incomes. These coun­ 
ties a r e Ripley, Oregon, Carter, 
Wayne and Bollinger. 
Dr. Ashley's extensive study 
indicates that 27 per cent of 
all Missouri families are re­ 
ceiving $3,000 z year or less.

upon a program designed to 
bring ma.ita;

closer to the people. 
No longer does am oden men­ 
tal 
health 
program 
center 
around one principal institution, 
where all of the psychiatric and 
psychological services are con­ 
tained under one roof. Today, 
program 
planners 
are con­ 
cerned with extending these 
services, 
even 
into 
romote 
rural areas, so that preven­ 
tion 
as 
well 
as treatment 
services can be offered. 
This, too, is the underlying 
philosophy behind Missouri's 
new $9 million mental retarda­ 
tion program, which will extend 
testing and day-care clinics to 
nine new areas of the state and 
will provide not only diagnostic 
but educational services as 
well.

cial categories. Public works 
such as highways,

the second time in as many 
years, Missouri has embarked 
upon a program designed to 
bring ma.ital heal'a facilities 
closer to the people. 
No longer does a moder I men­ 
tal 
health 
program 
center 
around one principal institution, 
where all of the psychiatric and 
psychological services are con­ 
tained under one roof. Today, 
program 
planners 
are con­ 
cerned 
with 
extending these 
services, 
even 
into 
romote 
rural areas, so 
that preven­ 
tion

well 
as treatment 
services can be offered. 
This, too, is the underlying 
philosophy 
behind M issouri's 
new $9 million mental retarda­
